Mike Travers has been appointed 
the new Seafood Festival Manager 
and he says he is looking forward to 
an even bigger festival than last year.

Crunch Time For Management Plans

A fisheries management plan has 
many ingredients: technical jargon 
from the scientists, legal jargon from 
the lawyers - all pasted together to 
form a document that is almost 
impossible to understand. It is 
government at work. It is democracy 
at work. And as Churchill said, 
democracy is the worst form of 
government there is, except for 
everything else! The fishermen have, 
like Churchill, offered other 
ingredients -’’blood, toil, tears and 
sweat.” It is these ingredients, which 
seem more tangible to us, that are in 
danger of being lost as the planning 
process gets down to “crunch time.” 

The scallop and groundfish draft 
management plans are approaching 
the public hearing stage. Because of 
the toil and sweat of so many New 
Bedford fishermen (and from other 
ports as well) there are a number of 
good qualities to be found in these 
plans. We have labored long to 
resolve the differences that separate 
the various ports. While the 
arguments have sometimes been 
heated, to date no blood has been 
shed! As for the tears, that will 
depend on what happens now. It is 


essential that we stay involved in the 
process - as frustrating as it can be - 
so that the achievements we have 
worked so hard to gain are not given 
up at the last minute. 

To keep you up to date on each 
of these plans, I describe below a 
brief summary of each plan with the 
schedule of next steps. If you have 
questions or comments please call me 
(993-9926) or stop by at the Co-Op. 

In addition, Howard Nickerson from 
Offshore Mariners is also very much 
involved in this. We work well 
together as a team and I’m sure he 
can answer your questions as well. 

Groundfish Plan 

New Bedford has participated 
through the Industry Advisors 
because we do not have a seat on the 
Council. We have submitted a plan 
with the following elements: 

+ Moratorium - We opposed it, 
but the groundfish Committee has 
voted to include a moratorium in the 
plan. 

+ Effort Control - We support 
either a layover plan and one block of 
20 days (between March 1 - May 31) 


that a vessel would “declare absent” 
from groundfishing or no layover 
plan and 60 days absent (20 taken 
between March 1 - May 31). 

+ Mesh Size - We defined a 
boundary line along the 13800 Loran 
C line southeasterly from Chatham. 
To the east and north, 6” mesh would 
be required. To the west, 5 1/2” 
would be the minimum. 

+ Closed Areas- Area I would 
continue to be closed as it has in the 
past. This has been for the protection 
of haddock but may also be required 
for the protection of right whales. 

We wanted Area II to be closed in the 
same manner as before, but the 
Groundfish Committee made several 
important changes: The time would 
be increased to six months (January - 
June); the area would be increased 
from 655 square miles to 2173; and 
all gear, including scallop dredges, 
would be prohibited. The southern 
New England area would have three 
areas, totalling about 1300 square 
miles, that would be closed for two 
years to all gear. For details on the 
specific areas, please stop by my 
office at the Co-Op.

+ Haddock Trip Limit - We 
opposed one, but 2500 pounds was 
voted. 

+ Transponders - We opposed 
the general use of transponders, but 
the Groundfish Committee voted 


them in. 

+ Fishing Power - Increases in 
horsepower or fish hold capacity 
after implementation will be limited 
to 10%. We opposed this limit but 
it’s in there anyway. 

+ Time Limit - The plan will 


attempt to reduce fishing mortality 
by 10% in both the first and second 
year on the way to the goal of 50% 
reduction. If a third year review 
shows we are falling short, then 
additional measures would be added 
in years six and seven. This is an

supported before. 

Next Steps 

The Groundfish Oversight 
Committee has directed that the Plan 
Development Team (PDT) should 
analyse this plan to see if it reaches 
the 10% fishing mortality reduction 
target and if not to recommend 
necessary changes. This might be 
accomplished in time for the 
September New England Fishery 
Management Council meeting. I 
expect that the PDT will come back 
with a new Draft Amendment 5 at 
that time. As soon as they do, we 
will call a meeting of the Co-Op 
Groundfish Committee to review it 
Stay tuned. 

Scallop Plan 

The Scallop Plan is further along 
in development. A draft public 
hearing document has been approved. 
As we go to press it includes the 
following provisions: 

+ Moratorium - New Bedford 
has supported a moratorium for 
scallopers and it is included in the 
plan. 

+ Effort Control - All full time 
scallopers will be given a fixed 


number of days to fish. The 
document shows between 181 and 
188 days depending on the results of 
a recently completed stock 
assessment. The Committee 
increased that number to 205 days 
but only if ring size is increased to 3 
1/4” in years 1 and 2. We have 
opposed that. 

+ Transponders - We have 
supported the use of transponders to 
monitor days at sea and closed area 
violations. They are required in the 
plan. 

+ Crew Size - Maximum of nine, 
including the captain. 

+ Ring Size - Ring size would 
increase to 3 1/2” in year 2. 

+ Meat Count - GONE! 

+ Fishing Power - Increase in 
horsepower of 10% allowed after 
implementation. Limit of two 15’ 
dredges. No cookies or chafing gear 
in the top of the dredge. No more 
than double linking in the sides and 
apron of the bag. Twine top must 
have 5 1/2” mesh. No automatic 
shucking or sorting. 

+ Shell Size - Stays at 3 1/2” 
minimum for stockers. 

+ Landing Window - Remains 
the current 12-hour window. 

+ Closed Areas - There are no 
closed areas in the scallop plan but 
the groundfish plan contains 
significant restrictions for scallopers. 


See description above in the 
groundfish summary. 

Next Steps 

We anticipate that this plan will 
go out to public hearings in late 
September. We will continue to 
criticize the parts of the plan we 
disagree with, such as the total 
amount of days allocated, but we will 
urge that nothing be done to slow this 
process down. Our prime goal is to 
eliminate the meat count and this 
plan does that. Even under the best 
scenario, a new plan will not actually 
take place until at least next July. 
When the amendment is ready and 
the public hearings are scheduled, we 
will call a Co-Op Scallop Committee 
to plan our strategy for the public 
hearings. 

Summary 

This is Crunch Time. Both plans 
are nearing completion. Both plans 
attempt the extremely difficult but 
necessary task of rebuilding fishing 
stocks. No one will “like” the plans, 
but they are better than what they 
would have been had we not 
participated. We have worked very 
hard to get this far. The plans contain 
our blood and sweat; if we follow 
through, we can save our tears.

east of Cape Cod. The vessel was 
taken in tow to the vicinity of 
Nantucket Sound where the tow 
was relieved by the Tug Jaguar. 

July 3,1992/ 10:38 PM 

Coast Guard Station Woods Hole 
received a report of four red flares 
being sighted on Cape Cod Bay 
between Dennis and 
Provincetown. A Coast Guard 
Helicopter and two vessels were 
launched to search the area. The 
search turned up negative results 
and there was no response to an 
urgent marine broadcast. There 
have been no reports of distress or 
overdues in the area. 

July 5,1992/10:17 PM 

The New Bedford based trawler 
F/V Sagres called for Coast Guard 
assistance from 70 miles east of 
Nantucket after experiencing a 
blown engine. The vessel was in 
no immediate danger and a cutter 
was sent to assist.

New Requirements Radios and Marking 
Lifesaving Equipment

There are several items discussed in 
past issues of SAFETY NOTES that will be 
in effect in the very near future. New radio 
requirements for certain vessels begin on 
August 19th, and marking requirements for 
lifesaving equipment on fishing industry 
vessels are effective September 1st. 

BRIDGE-TO-BRIDGE RADIO 
REQUIREMENTS 

On 19 August 1992 all power driven 
vessels, mcMjng jishing i ndustr y ves sels , 
20 meters (65.6 feet) or more in overall 
length (not registered length) must be able 
to simultaneously monitor VHF-FM 
Channel 13 and Channel 16, while 
operating on the navigable waters of the 
United States. In addition these vessels 
must be able to communicate on VHF-FM 
Channel 22A. In all likelihood, beginning 
19 August, vessels 65.6 and over will need 
two VHF-FM radios: One to monitor (and 
communicate on) Channel 16, and a second 
radio to monitor (and communicate on) 
Channel 13. One or both of the radios must 
be capable of communicating on Channel 
22A. A portable (hand-held) radio can be 
used to meet the new requirements provided 
it is permanently associated with the vessel, 
and can be connected to an external 
antenna. 

When a vessel 65.6 feet and over is 


operating inside the three-mile limit (on the 
navigable waters of the U.S.) the person yi 
charge of directing the vessel (master, 
operator or pilot) is required to maintain a 
listening watch on both Channels 13 -16. 
This person must be able to speak English. 

Coast Guard boarding officers will be 
checking for the necessary radio equipment, 
FCC licenses and permits, during routine 
boardings of power-driven vessels 
(recreational and commercial) 65.6 feet and 
over. The person responsible for monitoring 
the radios on vessels subject to the Bridge- 
to-Bridge regulations is required to have a 
Restricted Radiotelephone Operators 
Permit, and the radio equipment must be 
installed in accordance with FCC 
regulations. 

The First Coast Guard District Local 
Notice to Mariners (LNM), Number 30, 
published July 22,1992, contains a “Special 
Notice” regarding the “changes to the 
Vessel Bridge-to-Bridge Radiotelephone 
Regulations”. If you are not now receiving 
the Local Notice to Mariners you can start 
by contact the Aids to Navigation Office in 
the First Coast Guard District at 408 
Atlantic Avenue, Boston, MA 02110-3350 
or call them at 617-223-8338. There is no 
charge for a subscription to the Local 
Notice to Mariners.

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MARKING LIFESAVING EQUIPMENT 

On 1 September 1992 lifesaving equipment on all 
fishing industry vessels must be marked, as follows: 

(1) Wearable Personal Flotation Devices (PFDs) and 
Immersion (exposure/survival) suits must be marked 
with either the name of the vessel, the owner of the 
PFD or suit, or the name of the person to whom the 
PFD or suit is assigned. Marking must be in block 
capital letters. 

(2) Ring Buoys, EPIRBs, buoyant apparatus, life 
floats and auxiliary craft (carried as lifesaving 
equipment) must be identified with the vessel name. 
Marking must be in block capital letters. 

It is recommended that all markings be at least 
one-inch in height, in a contrasting color. A state 
numbered vessel with no name, may use the state 
registration number to mark lifesaving equipment 

By 1 September 1992, lifesaving equipment must 
be equipped with retroreflective material. The 
following equipment must have either Type 1 or Type Ii 
reflective material installed as prescribed: PFDs, 


Immersion (survival/exposure) suits. Ring Buoys, Life 
Floats and Buoyant Apparatus, and EPIRBs. If there is 
any doubt about the correct installation of the reflective 
material, a qualified survival equipment firm should be 
consulted. 

Coast Guard boarding officers will be checking for 
retroreflective material during routine boardings, and 
will note any discrepancies on the boarding form. 

NOTES ON ENFORCEMENT 

As most fishermen in New England are probably 
aware the First Coast Guard District is not levying fines 
for violations, of the new fishing vessel safety 
regulations, during the “first year”, for those Ashing 
industry vessels that provide evidence that they have 
corrected the discrepancy. It is unclear just when the 
“educational phase” will be up, but it is likely that it 
will end some time in the fall or winter of 1992-93. At 
that time violations will be forwarded to the hearing 
officers, and they will commence the issuance of civil 
penalties for violations of the new safety regulations. 
The wise commercial fishing vessel owner/operator 
will take the remainder of the time available during the 
“educational phase” to make sure that his vessel is in 
full compliance with all regulations applicable to his
